Judy Steffes has a zest for 
life and adventure. It was 
something that you could 
sense as you spoke with her. 
“When I speak in public to 
schools I tell children to get 
out and have an adventure,” 
Steffes said. 

Since graduating high 
school the 48 year old Steffes 
has lived by those words, as 
she purchased a bicycle and 
was offered to stay at her sis¬ 
ter’s new home in Colorado 
Springs, Colorado. 

Her sister offered to fly her 


in on the earliest flight, but 
Steffes had other ideas, as she 
thought she would bike from 
her home state of Wisconsin 
to Colorado Springs, Col¬ 
orado. 

The thing that Steffes re¬ 
called the most of that first 
journey that still rings true 
today is that the people that 
you meet along the way are 
extraordinary and that the 
world isn’t such a bad place, 
as people would leave you to 
believe. “Anytime I would 
need a place to stay, or I was 
at a place where I had to hitch 
a ride there were people will¬ 


ing to help,” Steffes said. 

Her most recent kind people 
that she encountered were 
Mike and Sara Lynch of Ful¬ 
ton, Kentucky. The Lynches’ 
helped Judy map out the area 
and offered her a place to stay 
the night. 

Throughout her 20 years of 
travel, Steffes has adventured 
her way across the United 
States, Canada, Ireland, 
Spain, and Germany and 
parts in between, as she 
works as a freelance journal¬ 
ist for the West Bend Daily 
News and is a correspondent 
for the city’s local FOX Tele¬ 


vision affiliate and the local 
radio station. 

She keeps readers up to date 
on her most recent journeys 
and writes for a blog 
(http://www.imthe- 
bikewriter.blogspot.com). 
Her most recent journey 
began on June 10th in Or¬ 
lando, Florida, as she flew 
from Wisconsin to Orlando. 
Steffes says that she averages 
76-80 miles per day and that 
is with a 100 pound supply kit 
aboard her bike. 

For precautionary measures 
Steffes stays careful on the 
roads, avoiding interstates 
and being aware of suspicious 
vehicles. She also has a good 
team of family and friends 
who watches her home while 
she is gone and monitors her 
transactions at her bank. 

After speaking with Steffes 
for an hour or so, I finally 
pose her the question, why? 
Steffes explained it to me like 
this, “When you pass away 
and they engrave your tomb¬ 
stone there will be a date you 
were born and a date that you 
died. The dash in the middle 
is your life and what you 
make of that dash is up to 
you. I would be fully happy 
and feel my dash was filled in 
adequately if I died tomor¬ 
row,” Steffes said.

On Tuesday June 19, 2012 
Carlisle County Coroner 
Steve Freeman received a call 
from a local resident stating 
that they found what is ini¬ 
tially thought to be part of a 
human skull in the Missis¬ 
sippi Bottoms. 

At the time, the residents 
were riding their four wheel¬ 
ers in the bottoms area and 
discovered the bone in an 
area where the riverbed had 
sunk due to the low amount 
of rainfall this summer. 

The family was looking for 
pottery along the riverbed 
and came across what they 


thought was pottery. Upon 
further investigation it ap¬ 
peared to be a piece of human 
skull. 

Carlisle County Coroner 
Steve Freeman contacted the 
medical examiner in 
Louisville and sent photos of 
the possible skull and the 
bone to the office to be ana¬ 
lyzed. 

Carlisle County Sheriff 
Steve Perry and Coroner 
Freeman are asking citizens 
that if they have any informa¬ 
tion about this case to please 
contact them.

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The American Red Cross 
blood supply has reached 
emergency levels with 50,000 
fewer donations than ex¬ 
pected in June. This shortfall 
leaves the Red Cross with 
half the readily available 
blood products on hand now 
than this time last year. 

The Red Cross is calling on 
all eligible blood donors - 
now more than ever - to roll 
up a sleeve and give as soon 
as possible. All blood types 
are needed, but especially O 
positive, O negative, B nega¬ 
tive and A negative in order to 
meet patient demand this 
summer. 

An unseasonably early start 
to spring may be a contribut¬ 
ing factor to this year’s de¬ 
crease in donations. Many 
regular donors got an early 
start on summer activities and 
aren’t taking time to give 
blood or platelets. In addition, 
this year’s mid-week Inde¬ 
pendence Day holiday has re¬ 
duced the number of 
scheduled Red Cross blood 
drives. Many sponsors, espe¬ 
cially businesses, are unable 
to host drives because em¬ 
ployees are taking extended 
vacations. 

Unfortunately, patients don’t 
get a holiday from needing 
blood products. The need is 
constant. Every two seconds, 


someone in the United States 
needs a blood transfusion. 
Blood and platelets are 
needed for many different 
reasons, including accident 
and burn victims, heart sur¬ 
gery patients, organ transplant 
patients, premature babies - 
when there are complications 
during childbirth - and for pa¬ 
tients receiving treatment for 
leukemia, cancer or sickle 
cell disease. 

“Every day, the Red Cross 
must collect more than 
17,000 pints of blood for pa¬ 
tients at more than 3,000 hos¬ 
pitals and transfusion centers 
across the country. Of that, 
the Tennessee Valley Blood 
Services Region must collect 
approximately 600 pints per 
day,” said Tim Ryerson, CEO 
of the American Red Cross 
Tennessee Valley Blood Serv¬ 
ices Region. “We need donors 
to make appointments in the 
coming days and weeks to 
help us ensure that all patient 
blood needs can be met. Each 
pint of whole blood can help 
save more than one life.” 

“There is always the chance 
that a physician could post¬ 
pone an elective surgery if the 
needed blood products aren’t 
readily available or, in a worst 
case scenario, have to forego 
a more serious procedure be¬ 
cause of a shortage of blood.”

Three outstanding students 
from Carlisle County High 
School are attending the Ken¬ 
tucky Governor’s Scholars 
Program this summer. 
Chaney Brown, daughter of 
Casey and Tiffany Brown of 
Cunningham, Derek Hayden, 
son of Darryl and Amy Hay¬ 
den of Fancy Farm, and 
Sawyer Rambo, son of David 
and Sonya Rambo of Cun¬ 
ningham, were chosen to par¬ 
ticipate in this highly 
esteemed program. 

Governor’s Scholars is a 
five-week summer residential 


program for outstanding high 
school students in Kentucky 
who are rising seniors. The 
Program originated in 1983 
as a result of Kentucky lead¬ 
ers’ concern that the state’s 
“best and brightest” were 
leaving the Commonwealth 
to pursue educational and ca¬ 
reer opportunities elsewhere 
without fully understanding 
the potential of their talents at 
home. Students who are se¬ 
lected attend the Program 
without charge. In the spirit of 
partnership, the Office of the 
Governor, the Kentucky State 


Legislature, and private en¬ 
terprise come together to pro¬ 
vide the financial support for 
the Program. In order to par¬ 
ticipate in the Program, stu¬ 
dents must be nominated by 
their high schools and then 
compete on a state-wide 
level. 

Selection for the program is 
highly competitive, with an 
application process similar to 
that of prestigious colleges 
and universities. Governor’s 
Scholars are selected from 
across Kentucky and repre¬ 
sent the diversity of the Com¬ 


monwealth. The 2012 sum¬ 
mer program is being held on 
the campuses of Bellarmine 
University in Louisville, Cen¬ 
tre College in Danville, and 
Murray State University in 
Murray.

Ordinance Paves Way forATV Usage on Bottoms Roads

Last week the Carlisle 
County Fiscal Court passed 
the first reading of an ordi¬ 
nance that would allow All 
Terrain Vehicles (ATVs) to be 
ridden on the following 
county roads: 1217, 1218, 
1219, 1222, 1308, 1310, 
1312, 1324, 1325 and 1331. 

The passing of this ordi¬ 
nance is the first step that the 
county has taken to generate 


revenue through tourism in 
the county focusing on ATV 
usage. 

Under this ordinance, riders 
will have to purchase a per¬ 
mit. The rules for an ATV 
rider to take advantage of the 
new ordinance will be the fol¬ 
lowing: 1. Carlisle County 
residents may purchase an an¬ 
nual permit for a period of 12 
months for $150.00. 2. Resi¬ 
dents or non-residents of the 
county may purchase a permit 


for weekends from 5:00 p.m. 
Friday to 8:00 p.m. Sunday 
for the sum of $25.00. 

3. Residents or non-residents 
may purchase a 24 hour per¬ 
mit for the sum of $10.00. 

4. The permit shall be issued 
in the form of a sticker or 
decal to be placed promi¬ 
nently in plain view on the 
ATV. 

During the fiscal court meet¬ 
ing, Carlisle County Attorney 
Michael Hogancamp said that 


riders would have to abide by 
all other state guidelines and 
laws that go along with the 
KRS statutes in regards to age 
of rider and usage of the 
ATVs. 

Any person who owns or op¬ 
erates an ATV as defined in 
the Kentucky Revised 
Statutes in violation of this 
ordinance without purchase 
of the required permit shall be 
fined up to $250.00.

Independent Auditor's Report 

We have audited the former Carlisle County Sheriffs Settlement - 2010 Taxes for the period April 16, 
2010 through December 31, 2010. This tax settlement is the responsibility of the former Carlisle 
County Sheriff. Our responsibility is to express an opinion on this financial statement based on our 
audit. 

We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United 
States of America, the standards applicable to financial audits contained in Government Auditing 
Standards issued by the Comptroller General of the United States, and the Audit Guide for Sheriffs 
Tax Settlements issued by the Auditor of Public Accounts, Commonwealth of Kentucky. Those stan¬ 
dards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the 
financial statement is free of material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evi¬ 
dence supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial statement. An audit also includes as¬ 
sessing the accounting principles used and significant estimates made by management, as well as 
evaluating the overall financial statement presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reason¬ 
able basis for our opinion. 

As described in Note 1, the Sheriffs office prepares the financial statement in accordance with the 
modified cash basis, which is a comprehensive basis of accounting other than accounting principles 
generally accepted in the United States of America. In our opinion, the accompanying financial state¬ 
ment referred to above presents fairly, in all material respects, the former Carlisle County Sheriffs 
taxes charged, credited, and paid for the period April 16, 2010 through December 31, 2010, in con¬ 
formity with the modified cash basis of accounting. 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards, we have also issued our report dated May 2, 
2012 on our consideration of the former Sheriffs internal control over financial reporting and on our 
tests of its compliance with certain provisions of laws, regulations, contracts and grant agreements, 
and other matters. The purpose of that report is to describe the scope of our testing of internal con¬ 
trol over financial reporting and compliance and the results of that testing, and not to provide an 
opinion on the internal control over financial reporting or on compliance. That report is an integral 
part of an audit performed in accordance with Government Auditing Standards and should be consid¬ 
ered in assessing the results of our audit. 

Based on the results of our audit, we present the accompanying comments and recommendations, 
included herein, which discusses the following report comments:

“Plots can be as 
small as !4- to /4-acre in 
size and should be located 
where there’s full sun at 
least part of the day.” 

Clover needs to be 
mowed periodically, at 
least once a year, and does¬ 
n’t thrive in shady areas. 
This perennial cool-season 
legume helps increase soil 
fertility and provides an al¬ 
most year-round source of 
high quality forage for 
deer. Clover starts growing 
in the early spring and lasts 
until it is killed back by the 
heaviest frosts of late fall. 

The first step in this habi¬ 
tat improvement project is 
to find the right area to es¬ 
tablish a plot and prepare 
the soil for planting. 

Secluded woods openings 
are especially attractive to 
deer because they feel safe 
feeding there in the late af¬ 
ternoons, offering good 
opportunities for close 
shots. 

One option is to locate 
the plot at the edge of a 
field or existing opening 
that deer are already using. 


Make sure your tree stand 
or ground blind can be lo¬ 
cated within easy shooting 
range. 

A second option, which is 
especially important for 
bow hunting deer, is creat¬ 
ing a wildlife opening be¬ 
tween heavy cover, where 
deer are known to bed, and 
the travel routes they take 
through adjacent wood¬ 
lands. 

Pick a level spot with de¬ 
cent soil fertility. Old fields 
covered with weeds, brush 
or small trees can be 
cleared using hand tools, a 
chainsaw or mower. A 
tiller can also be used to 
prepare the area for plant¬ 
ing. 

If the area is covered with 
fescue, Grasch recom¬ 
mends using herbicide to 
kill back the tall grass. “If 
the site already has some 
clover, there are herbicides 
available that will kill the 
fescue without harming the 
clover,” he said. 

A chemical-free option is 
solarization, which uses 
the heat of the sun to kill 
the grass, vegetation or 
weed seeds in the soil. On 
a sunny summer day, place 
sheets of clear plastic on 
the ground and weigh them 
down with rocks on each 
corner. The extreme heat 
that develops under the 
plastic will kill grass and 
weeds down to their roots 
in a few days. 

Conduct a soil test to 
measure the nutrient levels 

— nitrogen (N), phospho¬ 
rus (P), and potassium (K) 

— and pH level (acidity) of 
the soil. Soil test kits are 
available at most farm 


stores. Follow directions 
carefully. 

Consider using 10-10-10, 
a formulation commonly 
available in 50-pound 
bags, if fertilizer needs to 
be added to your plot. Both 
fertilizer and agricultural 
lime are available in pellet 
form for easy application 
with a hand-crank 
spreader. 

Fime improves water pen¬ 
etration and the uptake of 
nutrients to plants growing 
in acidic soils. 

“If fertilizer needs to be 
added to the site, I suggest 
cutting the amount in half 
from what is recom¬ 
mended for crop produc¬ 
tion,” said Grasch. “But 
don’t skimp on the amount 
of lime that is recom¬ 
mended; low pH is usually 
the issue with our soils.” 

Winter wheat is a good 
choice for an initial plant¬ 
ing in the fall because it’s 
high protein, is easily di¬ 
gestible by wildlife and 
makes a good nurse crop 
for clover. It grows best 
when the soil has a pH of 
5.8 to 6.5. 

“Winter wheat should be 
planted from Aug. 15 to 
Oct. 15 and you might try 
mixing in some clover 
seed,” said Grasch. “I rec¬ 
ommend planting ladino 
(white) with some medium 
red clover.” 

Clover can also be 
planted the following year 
in February or early 
March. Seed can be spread 
on a cover of light snow, or 
in advance of light rain or 
snow. The freezing and 
thawing action helps the 
seed move down into the 
soil so it can germinate and 
become established 

quickly. 

Use these long summer 
days to plant a patch of 
clover and improve your 
deer hunting this fall.

Extreme Drought Makes Case for Extra Caution When Using Fireworks 


Frankfort, Ky. (June 22, 
2012) - The Kentucky Divi¬ 
sion of Forestry and the Divi¬ 
sion of Fire Prevention are 
reminding Kentuckians to be 
safe with fireworks this 
Fourth of July, especially in 
light of the dry weather. 

“Given the current drought 
conditions, we urge Kentuck¬ 
ians across the state to take 
extra precaution when using 
fireworks this holiday sea¬ 
son,” said Leah MacSwords, 
director of the Division of 
Forestry. “Sparks from fire¬ 
works can and do ignite wild¬ 
fires especially in dried grass 
and fields, and the slightest 
wind can make these fires 


spread quickly. 

“The Division of Forestry 
has been responding to wild¬ 
fires throughout June because 
of the extra dry conditions,” 
she said. 

While most Kentuckians are 
cautious with fireworks, state 
fire marshal Bill Swope asks 
the public to abide by com¬ 
mon sense safety measures 
and Kentucky state law. “Cit¬ 
izens should pay close atten¬ 
tion to local officials and be 
aware of burn bans in their 
area and potential prohibi¬ 
tions against celebrating with 
fireworks,” said Swope. 

Safety guidelines set by state 
law must be followed, he 


said. They include that people 
under 18 cannot sell fire¬ 
works unless supervised by a 
parent or guardian; people 
under 18 cannot purchase 
fireworks; fireworks cannot 
be used within 200 feet of a 
structure, vehicle or other per¬ 
son; and fireworks cannot be 
sold to anyone who is under 
the influence of drugs or al¬ 
cohol. In addition, local ven¬ 
dors and citizens are required 
to comply with any and all 
local ordinances that apply to 
the sale, purchase and use of 
fireworks. 

The Division of Fire Preven¬ 
tion offers the following 
safety tips to keep your fam¬ 


ily safe over the upcoming 
July 4th holiday and through¬ 
out the summer: 

Use fireworks outdoors 
only. 

Obey local laws. If fire¬ 
works are not legal where you 
live, do not use them. 

Always have a bucket of 
water or a working water 
hose nearby. 

Only use fireworks as in¬ 
tended. Don’t try to alter them 
or combine them. 

Never relight a ”dud” fire¬ 
work. Wait 20 minutes and 
then soak it in a bucket of 
water. 

Use common sense. Spec¬ 
tators should keep a safe dis¬ 


tance from the shooter and the 
shooter should 

wear safety glasses. 

Alcohol and fireworks do 
not mix. Have a ’’designated 
adult shooter.” 

Do not use homemade fire¬ 
works or illegal explosives: 
They can kill you! 

Report illegal explosives to 
the fire or police department 
in your community. 

Last year a new state law 
went into effect that allows 
for the purchase of fireworks 
that are known as ‘1.4 Con¬ 
sumer Fireworks.’ Swope re¬ 
minds consumers that the 
new law does not mean that 
fireworks you see at profes¬ 


sional shows are legal; they 
are not. Providing that local 
ordinances allow, Kentuck¬ 
ians can purchase and use 
popular fireworks like Roman 
candles, firecrackers and bot¬ 
tle rockets. 

“Safety and supervision are 
keys to a successful celebra¬ 
tion. However, I recommend 
that families attend local fire¬ 
work displays instead of cele¬ 
brating with fireworks at 
home. Let the professionals 
entertain your family.”
